threatening. Lady Astor took the 


floor and faced the heckler* with de- 
nance. 


"I have told 
you that I am not 


ashamed of my American birth," she 
said. "I am proud that there is not 
a drop of blood in my vein* that Is 
not Anglo-Saxon. I now want to tell 
you that that blood is fighting British 
blood, t cm willing to meet the 
whole of the independent labor party 
alone on Salisbury 
Plains, because 


they can't or won't fight." 


The applause that greeted the can- 


didate's words was defeaning.

Guildhall, where the meeting was 
held, was crowded with 3,000 women 
an hour before the speaking began, 
while an equal number of women 
were outside clamoring for admlt- 
ance.

beer. 


Await Supreme Court Decision. 
"Though the sole justification of the 


•war-time prohibition act be to prohibit 
the sale of intoxicant*, it may be im- 
possible effectively to reach this end 
without including beer. 


"The same rule must apply to con- 


gress as to a. state legislature. Finally, 
the plaintiff in the second case (Rup- 
pert; says that even though I should 
conclude, as I do, that the laws are 
constitutional, he should have a tern* 
porary injunction 
pending 
appeal. 


The supreme court is to hear argu- 
ment* on the constitutionality of the 
war-time prohibition act on Thursday 
next and it is reasonable to suppose 
that an early decision will be reached.

Lost Church Member*.. 


A recent praa* dispatch which has 


already 
had 
considerable currency 


states that Bishop Flake of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal diocese of Central 
New fork haa undertaken a campaign 
of search for loat church members, 
The idea of the drive is that In the 
course of years many members of the 
chili-en move Irom ttie community of 
their earlier residence, and because 
another church la more remote, or 
perhaps because no one has asked 
about them, they have not affiliated 
with 
the 
society 
elsewb-re. 
So. 


while their names may remain on the 
books of the original church, they are 
in effect "lost members." A* a quick 
way to get in touch with them the 
bishop has had recourse to the adver- 
tising columns of the dally and weet^- 
ly press. 


While this conditions is perhaps 


more noticeably in country districts, 
it is npt unknown in cities, even per- 
haps in Oneonta, where always there 
is effort on the part of pastors and the 
active membership of all societies, to 
get in touch with the new comers, to 
team their affiliations and to Invite 
them to unite with their own denom- 
ination here. 
But, active as these 


efforts have been, there are doubtelss 
not a few lost members here—men 
and women who In a community so 
large have been overlooked and per- 
haps on account of their own timidity 
have allowed their church attendance 
to lapse. 
A canvass of the entire 


city, undertaken by the churches, 
would no doubt result in locating 
these lost members, and in moat cases 
of 
bringing them again Into the 


church fold. 
At any rate it is a thing 


worth thinking of. 
Americanization in Onconta. 


The 
work 
of 
Americanization, 


which in Oneonta has been begun 
through the organization of night 
schools in which foreigners are being 
taught to speak, read and write the 
English language, is a most important 
one which should have to even a 


, greater extent than heretofore the 


active support of citizens, and also 
their ''participation In the actual work. 
A census ot Oneonta by nationalities 
would unquestionably show many, not 
a few of them of long residence here 
and who expect to remain here per- 
manently, who know only the mere 
rudiments of the English tongue, and 
a still larger number who, while per- 
haps familiar with their native lan- 
guage and able to read it readily, can- 
not read English It ia not to be mar- 
veled at that men like these should 
remain in ideas and ideals foreigners, 
no matter how long ago they came to 
Amei IUB. 


ThA Americanization school will do 


a fine work if it succeeds in teaching 
the Knglish tongue to these men. In 
famtllarzing them also with the writ- 
ten word and as a final important 
thins; Imbuing them with American 
principles as well as with an under- 
standing of the constitution of the 
United States. To how large an exten 
foreigners will hereafter be admittei 
to the United States Is a matter which 
the government will probably decide 
but those already here at least shout 
have every opportunity given to be 
come good citzcns and well Instructe 
in the laws of the land to which they 


- expect presently to swear allegiance. 


If they are to be voters, they neei 


more than mere term of residence 
good 
behavior, and a perfunctory 


ability to read a section of the con 
stitution. They should be speecllly pu 
In the way of reading English am 
thinking American. 


A Ifeglcctcd Heritage. 


But. whu» earnest effort la being 


put forth to make the foreign-born fl 
for 
the franchise and citizenship 


which presently they will claim, at 
tentteti may be well enough directed 
to a certain failure of the native born 
citizen to ilve up to personal duties 
or obligations The foreign-born are 
to be so Instructed that they may be 
able to rote Intelligently: but wha 
about those born in the United State. 
and who fall to exercise that franchise 
which is their birthright?

than 79 per cent of the 
qualified 


voter* of Oneonta registered for the 
November eleotion, and not more than 
<• per cent of the whole number of 


about a hundred. At 10 o'clock the 
morning session opened with the reg- 
istration of Sunday school tcaclii'iH.

Military authuutles for a long time 


have recognized the practical value of j 
music la tbelr professign, not only In 
peace but in time of war. 
They real- 


ize tbat It stimulates the men to al- 
most superhuman efforts in battle, 
while in the "piping times of peace" 
it Is ot great assistance In keeping the 
men contented, writes Edgar Stanton 
Maclay, in a copyrighted article In 
the September issue of the Dangtters 
ot the American Revolution Magazine. 
The title of the article U "Music In 
the Navy." 


Aside from the'legends of the relief 


of Lucknow during the Sepoy rebellion 
(when, It is claimed, the distant 
sounds of bagpipes from Havelock's 
advancing column reached the ears- of 
the desperate defenders and stimu- 
lated them to hold out long enough to 
gave the English women and children 
from massacre), and the playing of 


ur national songs by the band aboard 


<.he United States flagship Trenton 
daring the disaster at Apia, when 
many of our sailors met death in the 
hurricane, we know that music has 
won for itself a place of practical 
value in army and na\y •organizations. 


Fought Against Prejudice. 


In the early .days of ouc navy mu- 


sicians were obliged to fight against 
prejudice. 
Shortly 
efore the Civil 


war, 
when a bandmaster put In a 


requisition for an additional instru- 
ment, one o£ our veil-known cotn- 
inandeis asked, "Haven't we got 
enough shooting irons on board with- 
out your getting one of those knock* 
out, loose-jointed trombones?1* " 


From the fact that the flftt real 


band of music in the United States 
navy was deliberately stolen it would 
seem that our raan-of warsmen of the 
early days were "nassionately fond of 
music." In 1802 the American 28-gun 
corvette Boston, Capt. Daniel McNeil, 
while on the Mediterranean station, 
touched at Me°sina. In the exchange 
of social courtesies a band from one 
of the regiments quartered there came 
aboard the Boston and treated the 
Yankees to a real "concerto." Mc- 
Neil was so pleased that he promptly 
made sail for America with the mu- 
sicians aboard—despite their protests 
that they had not provided for the 
maintenance for their families during 
this unexpected absence. 


Another Spectacular Carter. 


Of coarse our 
government dis- 


avowed the act of McNeil and directed 
that the musicians be returned to 
their homes at the first opportunity. 
But social procedure moved slowly In 
those days and it was not until five 
years later, or in 1807, that seven of 
these musicians boarded the American 
frigate Chesapeake rm their return 
voyage to the Mediterranean. But 
scarcely had the Chesapeake started 
on this voyage when she was attacked 
by the British frigate Leopard and 
was compelled to return to port; and 
again were these musicians thwarted 
in their attempts to reach borne. 


Equally spectacular was the career 


of the second regular band of musi- 
cians recorded in our navy. This 
band was not kidnaped bat captured 
by our frigate United States, Captain 
Decatur, when he defeated the British 
frigate Macedonian in 1812. There 
•were eight members ot this band- 
Germans, Frenchmen and Italians— 
who bad enlisted on a French battle- 
ship, were captured by the Portuguese, 
and while In Lisbon enlisted on the 
Macedonian, only to be captured a few 
months later by the United States. 
From which we see that the life of 
the early sea musician was full of 
Sharps and flats. 


That the English naval officer of that 


day appreciated mns^c Is shown by 
the fact tbat Captain Garden (the 
Macedonian's commander) had these 
musicians play under his cabin, win- 
dow when he dined, "and when the 
wardroom officers messed they played 
before the door of that sanctum, ex- 
cept on Sundays, when Carden was la 
the habit of honoring the wardroom 
with his presence—the band accom- 


•f the uvjr department, early li A* 
foUowlnjr century, teat Lieut' Ori. 
Archibald Henderson to Naples, where 
h* emitted IS Italian musicians turf 
bmnifat them back to America. Un- 
til 1815 there waa no regular leader 
of the Marine band, the members 
seeming to take turns In acting •• 
"flffrmajor." On August 14 of that 
year, however, J. L. Clubb was regu- 
larly •ppolnted and served until 1824— 
thus becoming the first of a line of 
distinguished band leaden In the Unit- 
ed States navy. His successors were 
Eutlns Frlauet to 1830, Francis Sche- 
nlg to 1843. Francis Scala to 1871. 


First Open-air Concerts. 


It was Scala who first gave this 


bond a national reputation, for he In- 
augurated the now famous open-air 
concerts at the White House and ou 
the eapltol grounds—the organization 
still being known officially as the 
oronvand-nfe corps. Evidently mem- 
bers of congress were susceptible to 
the Influence of music, and on July 25, 
18(11, President Lincoln approved a 
law recognising this band as part of 
the military eervlce of the United 
•tat*0, with Its number fixed at tturty, 
under the leadership of a "principal 
musician." 


Scala was succeeded In 1871 by Hen- 


ry Fries, who served to 1873; by Louis 
Schneider, who served to 1880; by 
John Philip Sousa, who served until 
1892; by Francisco Fanciulll to 1897, 
and by William H. Santelmann, the 
present leader. By a law approved by 
President McKinley March 3.1898, the 
Marine band was enlarged to 78 mem- 
bers. 


Unlike the terms nnder which the 


musicians enlisted on the British 
frigate Macedonian In 1810 (by which 
they were exempt from military du- 
ties) the members of t 
present Ma- 


rine band are subject to certain naval 
drills, the same as enlisted seamen, 
and are held to strict military disci- 
pline. At the time, of the Civil war, 
and also in the Spanish-American war 
they performed guard duty.
